That man had no right to 
be, as everything 
in 
nature 
was 


rythmic or 
fluctuated 
continually. 


Days and nights change continual­ 
ly, growing gradually longer during 
one period of six months and then 
gradually 
shorter 
the 
next 
six 
i months. 
Human life is brother to all 
animal and plant life. 
No conditions 
that will kill one will kill all; and 
those that give life and vitality to 
one, will do the same to all. 
Human 
life is the only form of existence that 
docs not harmonize itself with the 
sun’s movements, and the human race 
suffers more in proportion to its rank 
in the created world than any other 
ife. The sun rises in the 
morning 
and all life is getting up ready to 
greet it except humanity. 
The sun moves from day to day, 
about one minute and a quarter each 
twenty-four hours, so that humanity 
may not become a fixed machine; 
but people prefer to remain automa­ 
tons. while all other life changes to 
suit the moods of the sun. 
Since we arc a part of the sun, it 
seems an act of ingratitude 
to the 
Maker of this great power not to 
put ourselves in harmony with this 
great source of life. 
One might conclude from this that 
one ought to arise 
every 
morning 
with the sun and begin the day’s acti­ 
vities one hour after sun up. and this 
certainly would be living in harmony 
with the sun. 
For regularity in rising 
does not mean to follow the house 
clock, for there is no natural clock 
but the sun. 
God made sun time and 
man made the house clock. 
Now it 
is everywhere taught and generally 
conceded by man that eight hours 
constitutes a day s activities. 
"Eight 
hours for work, eight hours for sleep 
and eight hours for recreation” are 
the teachings of one of the oldest 
and most scientific of schools. 
Rut 
to work ar sleep ar recreate an even 
eight hours of every day in the year 
would be out of harmony with the in­ 
fluence of the sun. 
For in this lati­ 
tude the sun rises about 4 a. rn. on 
June 22(1 and not until 8 a. rn. on 
Dec. 22(1. a difference of four hours, 
| yet nearly every manufacturing plant 
in this city begins the day’s activities 
j at 7 a. rn. all the year around. From 
I this one may conclude that it would 
be hest to arise every morning with 
the sun and begin the day’s activities 
and cease at the expiration of 4 hours 
for the forenoon period: then begin­ 
ning the afternoon period 4 hours be­ 
fore. sundown. 
This would leave a

But humans have morefolds 
of life and are so constituted that it 
is best for them to make use of the 
evening hours in exercising the emo­ 
tional and soul life. 
Without taking 
the space to prove our position, we 
will say dine at high noon, have sup­ 
per at six, to bed at nine and arise 
as 
heretofore 
mentioned. 
Eat 
a 
hearty breakfast, a large dinner and 
a light supper. 
On the principal that 
the engine needs fuel before being 
used and during its use. but not after 
its labors are over. 
The human en­ 
gine differs only in that it requires 
repair after use, and for this reason 
we recommend foods that are devoid 
of nitrates, rice being the best repair­ 
er to be obtained, and being also the 
cleanest food. 
Combined with fish 
it forms an ideal supper dish. 
By 
adopting the hours for activity and 
the hours for sleep as above arrang 
cd, you will find that they nearly off 
set each other. 
During the summer 
period when you are active 9 hours 
you will find you would sleep but 
8*T hours, and during the winter pe­ 
riod when you are active but 7 hours 
you would get 10^2 hours’ sleep. This 
of course is not exactly scientific, but 
it is a happy medium between the 
mechanical customs of the 
present 
and exact law. 
For every factory, mil!, 
business 
and professional man to adopt 
the 
above schedule, would mean better 
health and more happiness and equal­ 
ly as much accomplished. 
Because 
it has been actually proven that a* 
much can be accomplished on an 
average in an 8 hour day as in a 10 
hour day.
